Hoover* s letter to the State Department is quite ordinary with no 
mention of anythin^ out of the unusual. Apparently, a 3 far as Hoover 
was concerned, correspondence with such a group was routine. 

The letters were dated a month after the Qoering had started saturation 
bombings of London and the Air Battle of Britain was under way.
